P e a c h Spray Is 
Urged By Hartman 


A spray to prevent brown rot and 
to combat Japanese beetle and ori­ 
ental fruit moth in peach orchard*. 
was recommended today by County 
Agent M. T. Hartm an in a letter to 
the county’s fruit growers. 
Noting th at the weeks before h a r­ 
vest are “a crucial period for brown 
rot control," Hartm an said. "W et 
weather during this period could en­ 
able browm 
rot to cause serious 
loss.” 
He 
added 
that 
Japanese 
beetles are present in many or­ 
chards and a few oriental fruit moth 
have been observed. 
The dilute spray recommended is 
six pounds of dry wettable 90 per 
cent or better sulphur and 
two 
pounds of DDT 50 per cent wettable 
powder, per IOO gallons, with the 
amounts of materials to be tripled 
per IOO gallons of spray for concen­ 
trate sprays. If mites are present, 
he added, DDT should be omitted 
and either one pound of 15 per cent 
wettable powder Parathion or one 
pound of EPM-300 should be used 
instead.

An average of more than I! new 
patient* each m onth are entering 
the tumor clinic at the W arner Hos­ 
pital. The clinic ha* been largely 
equipped and its continuing opera­ 
tion is substantially supported by the 
Adams County unit of the American 
Cancer Society, which conducts a 
one-hour drive for $3,000 Wednes- 
day night.

Md., home of the famous 
Barbara Fritchie; Harrisburg, P a , 
capital of the Quaker State 
with no m ention of Gettysburg. 
The directors instructed the sec­ 
retary.

Reads Reply 
The following "answer** to the 
W ashington Times Herald article 
was read by N. A Meligakes, presi­ 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and directors voted to have the sec­ 
retary use It in replying to future 
letters: 
"G ettysburg 
and 
the 
N ational 
Park, in the past 89 years, beginning 
with the visit of Edward Everett and 
th at of Abraham Lincoln In 1863, 
has justly been acclaimed, recog­ 
nized and looked on as one of the 
most historical spots where Ameri­ 
cans and foreigners are always wel­ 
come to visit, learn and absorb the 
meaning of a United Nation and 
Freedom.

helped Gettysburg to continue to 
enjoy free publicity and to be recog­ 
nized as the spot from where free­ 
dom and unity radiates while the 
every’ day life of a good American 
way goes on the same as in any 
other community. 
Earns "Cheap Dollar" 
"This publicity has reached the 
proportions th at Gettysburg has be­ 
gun to be the envy and the target 
of an unscrupulous newspaper wTiter 
who saw an opportunity to earn a n ­ 
other cheap dollar by tw isting the 
truth into a sm ear campaign. 
“In this, the writer used a ‘sanc­ 
timonious pretense by using as his 
theme the hallowed ground at G et­ 
tysburg and the reverence at M anas­ 
sas. This sm ear campaign, starting 
where it did and at a time when 
it appeared in the press, bears all 
the earm arks of a political sm ear 
campaign. If you have followed the 
recent editions of the Times Herald 
of W ashington, D. C., and its af- I 
filiated papers, you will recognize it 
as such.

patient. W hen the patient enters 
the clinic for diagnosis and consul­ 
tation with the medical board, a 
colored photograph of his tum or is 
taken. After treatm ent is begun, a

additional 
photographs records the progress of 
the case. 
Use Special Camera 
The specialized "Clinicam" equip­ 
ment necessary to do this photo­ 
graphic work was purchased with 
funds provided by the Cancer So- 
jclety. The society also provides free 
surgical dressings and free tran s­ 
portation to and from the tre a t­ 
m ent center for all indigent pa­ 
tients. 
When medications are prescribed 
by the physicians, the society will 
supply such items when the patient 
is unable to purchase them. 
In addition the society has pur­ 
chased most of the m ajor equip­ 
m ent used bv the clinic. 
Held Each Thursday 
The clinic is held each T hurs­ 
day m orning throughout the year 
beginning at 
ll 
o’clock. 
Patients 
should be referred by their family 
physician. 
In the three years which the clinic 
has been operating, Its patients have 
come from Adams and York Coun­ 
ties and from Emmitsburg, W est­ 
minster, 
Taneytown, 
Thurm ont, 
Keymar, Walkersville. New W ind­ 
sor and Rocky Ridge. Md. 
W ith an average of six to eight 
patients each week. 1952 promises 
to set a new record for number of 
patient treatm ents. During the six 
m onths the clinic was in operation 
in 1949. there were 43 new patients. 
During 1950, there were 97, in 1951, 
there were IOO and during the first 
six m onths of this year, there were 
67 new patients. 
The state Departm ent of Health 
provides the use of Its clinic room 
at the hospital for the clinic and 
Miss Mildred 
Eden, state 
health 
nurse 
for Adams County, assists 
there each week. The hospital pro­ 
vides an office room for the use of 
the secretary and record-keeping.
